Disabilities Administration to be reevaluated under certain circumstances to
determine the needs of and funding levels required by the recipient; authorizing
certain individuals to request the reevaluation; authorizing a recipient who has
been denied a reevaluation to request a hearing in accordance with a certain
provision of law; and generally relating to reevaluations of recipients of services
from the Developmental Disabilities Administration.

SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

Article — Health — General
7-404.1.

(A) ON REQUEST, A RECIPIENT OF SERVICES UNDER THIS TITLE SHALL
BE REEVALUATED TO DETERMINE THE NEEDS OF AND FUNDING LEVELS
REQUIRED BY THE RECIPIENT IF:

(1) A CHANGE HAS OCCURRED IN:

(1) THE PHYSICAL OR MENTAL HEALTH STATUS OF THE
RECIPIENT; OR

(I1) THE SUPPORT SERVICES NEEDED BY THE RECIPIENT;
AND

(2) THE CHANGE IS NOT EXPECTED TO BE RESOLVED OR
STABILIZED WITHOUT A MODIFICATION IN THE LEVEL OF SUPPORT SERVICES.

(B) A REEVALUATION MAY BE REQUESTED BY:
(1) THE RECIPIENT;
(2) A PARENT, ADULT SIBLING, ADULT CHILD, OR OTHER FAMILY
MEMBER OF THE RECIPIENT WITH KNOWLEDGE OF THE RECIPIENT’S NEEDS
AND SERVICES;
(3) THE GUARDIAN OF THE RECIPIENT;
(4) THE SURROGATE DECISION MAKER OF THE RECIPIENT; OR
(5) A SERVICE COORDINATOR.
(C) IF A RECIPIENT IS DENIED A REEVALUATION UNDER THIS SECTION,

THE RECIPIENT MAY REQUEST A HEARING IN ACCORDANCE WITH § 7-406 OF
THIS SUBTITLE.

SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect
October 1, 2010.
